New York Police Officials tike Drastic MBasures-Some Striking Lessons for the Soldiers 

of Jesus Christ in their Warfare against the Arch-Bandit Satan-How to

FOLLOWING a daring $50,000 fu]- I'obbeiy in New York, when 
bandits hui-led ash r-^ins through the windows and fled in an 
automobile with the window display, some drastic oi-dei-s 
were issued to the police of that city. In order to marshal the 
greatest number of policemen to combat the crime wave the fol- 
lowing measures were taken:— 
1 — All vacations are to be suspended.

4 — Captains and inspectors are to sleep hi station houses, and to 
spend their waking hours seeing that all their men give 100 
per cent service. 
5 — Members of the foree are to wear their uniforms whenever 
they £ippear on the streets, and are to be constantly on the 
watch for bandits. 
6 — Except for eight hours allotted for sleep, detectives are to be 

constantly on duty. 
7 — Unifoimed members are to be requested to volunteer for any 
additional sei-vice and offer their privately-owned automobiles 
for patrol duty. 
8 — All unifoi-med men on clei-ical assignments, numbering about 
400, are to do a few hours' patrol duty in addition to their 
other work. 
Thei-e is inspiration in this newspaper item for eamest Sal- 
vationists who are intent upon pushing the "Pray, Work and 
Win" campaign. 

The enemy of souls and his agents, daring, impudent and 
aggressive, are actively engaged in robbing men, women and chil- 
dren of priceless treasures — honor, purity, honesty, ti'uthfulness, 
godliness and many other valuable things. 

To checkmate these activities of the Arch-bandit and his 
gang the Soldiei-s of Jesus Christ are called to a ceaseless war- 
fare against evil. The drastic orders issued to the New Yoi-k 
police could with profit be spiritualized and applied to the present 
Campaign in the Canada West Territory.

Yes, se\'n 
days a week he is on duty for God, not counting it a hardness, 
but glorying in the opportunity of doing all in his power \'.,v 
Him who died for all mankind. 

Z — Lunch hours to be abolished. Oh, the time that is wasted !;>- 
many in eating and diinking and carrying on frivolous and 
frothy conversation ovec the table, when it could be bettw- 
employed in spiritual exercises, or in seeking the welfare ■!' 
others, Salvationists need to be on guard here or the eneni\- 
will entrap them and hinder their influence and usefulness. 

4— A hundred per cent service. Not a half-hearted sei-vice but :\ 
whole-hearted, enthusiastic effort to win souls is what oui 
great Commander loves to see. He applies no compulsion but 
that of love, but that is the mightiest compulsion in the uni- 
verse, and many thousands of men and women have gladly 
yielded up their very lives in giving a hundred per cent sen- 
ice. What per cent sei-vice are you rendering? Is your all on 
the altar, are you with Jesus "neck or nothing?" Can you 
truthfully sing: — 

"Take my life and let it be 
Consecrated Lord, to Thee: 
Take my moments and my days. 
Let them flow in ceaseless pi-aise."? 

5 — Wear unifoim constantly and be on the watch for opportun- 
ities to save souls. How often the unifonn provides this very 
opportunity. How often people have been blessed and helped 
and in many instances led to Christ thi'ough speaking to some 
Salvationist in unifomi, whom othei'wise they would not have 
confided in. 

6— Constantly on duty — as an ambassador of the King of kings; 
to speak a word in season to him that is weary, to be a terror 
to evil doei's, to comfort those who mount, to visit the sick, 
to help the poor, to bless the little childi'en, and encourage all 
to walk in the paths of righteousness. 

7 — Volunteering for additional sei-vice. There are many who 
could do a little extra during this special campaign. What 
about visiting a few families or selling a few "War Crys," 
doing some fishing in the Prayer Meetings, or devoting some 
time and effort to saving the children. 

8 — Workei-s behind the scenes to get out and do something. There 
are many timid, backwai-d people who, if they would only come 
out of their shells would find such joy in public work that 
they would develop rapidly into front rank fighting Soldiers 
Ti-y and do something extraordinai-y during this campaign. 
Give your testimony in the Open-Air, sing a solo, speak to 
people about their souls, pray with your neighbors, relatives 
and friends, do something — anything that the Spirit of God 
impresses upon you that you should do.

Rightly Directed 
Ambition 

The desire to be and do 
something is not to be 
repressed but harnessed to 
great and worthy purposes 

AMBITION, the desire to overtop 
our fellows, to have more than 
other people have, to be more than 
other people are, has left a blood- 
Ktuined trail across history (writes 
Harry Emerson Posdick in the Lailies' 
Home Journal). Nevertheless, in spite 
of the ruinous meanings of ambition, 
none of us who amount to anything 
lacks it. That instinct is an indispen- 
sahlo part of our native endowment; 
it is one^of the most poH-erful flrivinj,' 
forces of our lives. If a child were 
bom in one of our homes lacking am- 



bition we should be seriously wori-ied. 
Whatever we may be doing with that 
instinct, it is in all of us, and more than 
once when it has cracked its whip we 
have (lone some of the best work we 
ever did. 

The attitude of idealistic teachers 
toward this deep-seated and powerful 
element in our nature has often been 
one of severe repression. They have 
condemned it utterly as a curse to be 
cast lout and trodilen underfoot. Such 
an attitude is histoi'ically i-epresented 
in old monasteries, whei'e men turned 
their backs on this world's ambitions 
and hopes and counted themselves holy 
for .so (loinjT. That .same attitude is 
represented in some forms of evangel- 
icalism as in hymns like: 

"Oh to be nolhiiiK, nothing." 
The idea behind that familiar con- 
ception of Christianity is that ambition 
is to be cnished, and the consequence 
of that attitude lia.s been a pallid and 
Biekly kind nf iChristianity. If a man 
prays too hard "Oh to he nothinir, 



nothing," he may get exactly what he 
asks. 

When, 'however, one turns to those 
Kreat lives which have been the glory 
of the Christian movement, it is plain 
that they are handling ambition in 
another way altogether. William 
Booth, Founder of The Salvation 
Army, is a man whose figure looms 
the larger the longer we know it, as 
mour.fjiin.s look greater when we re- 
treat from them. But his oivn phras- 
ing of the motive power which <lrove 
him down into the alums of darkest 
England to work for lives whom 
everybody else had forgotten was this: 
"The impulses and urgings of an un- 
dying ambition" to save souls. Am- 
bitiuii is not something to be. cast out; 
it is to be lifted and expanded, orient- 
ed around new aims and devoted to 
great purposes. 

For we can eini)loy powers like nm- 
liitloii ill many different ways. A man 
may be ambitious to be the richest 
man in the country, or he may be am- 



bitious to make his business a bless- 
ing, to every man who works for him 
and a .public service to every customer 
who buys from him. A man may br 
ambittous to be saluted as rabhi in the 
market. place, or he may be ambitiou.-. 
to lay his life, like the prophet's, on 
the lives of those whom he teaches anil 
breathe into them the breath of life, 

When .Mackey, the missionary, 
reached Uganda in Africa, the differ- 
ence between him and the natives wa.-. 
not that he lacked ambition and the; 
had it. He had. more ambition than all 
of them put together or else he would 
not have been thei« — ambition to 
make Uganda one more province in 
the Kingdom of Christ. These prim- 
itive ijistinots are too valuable to 
throw away. They are meant to bf 
developed, reorganized, and rededi- 
cated,.and the degree to which that ha.s 
been achieved is one of the primarj 
tests of character. The ideal man, a^ 
Jacob Boehme sai(9, has all bi.<i fiery 
energies harnessed to the service o' 
the light.

IN making your choice of fabrics for 
winter clothing there are a few im- 
portant facts to be kept in mind.

The constant escape of heat from the 
body is called radiation, and the me- 
ilium through which it escapes or is 
conducted is called a conductor. 

What you are trying to find for 
winter clothing is -something that will 
be a poor conductor. 

That something is di-y air. 

But man cannot clothe himself in 
air alone. 

What he needs, therefore, is a 
loosely-woven fabric that will hold the 
largest amount of dry air in its 
meshes. 

But moisture is likewise constantly 
escaping from his body, less in win- 
ter than at other times, but yet in 
.sufficient (juantity that, if permitted 
promptly to evaporate, it will speedily 
moisten the air, make it a good con- 
ductor, carry off the heat with it and 
thus speedily chill the body. 

It is to meet both these conditions 
that woollen materials are chosen for 
winter wear for both outer and under- 
wear.] 

When wool is used for underwear it 
is generally woven into fabrics with 
large meshes in which the dry air 
remains dry until very gradually, if 
at all the strands are moistened by 
evaporations from the surface of the 
body. 

Wool easily absorbs moisture, but 
it likewise holds it so well that evap- 
oration from it takes place very 
gradually, thus avoiding sudden chill- 
ing of the body. 

Cotton make.s a more compact fab- 
ric, in the meshes of which little or 
no dry air is retained. It ab-^iorbs 
moisture very easily and gives it up 
as easily by evaporation. For this 
reason cotton goods are active con- 
ductors of moisture and consequently 
of heat and are therefore not "warm" 
enougli for winter wear. 

Linen docs not absorb oi- give up 
moisture as readily as cotton, and 
when woven into open-meshed fabrics 
is a better material for winter wear. 
When the me.shes are very large and 
the garment is worn under an outer 
one of wool, much of the moisture 
escaping from the body passes out 
through the meshes to the outer wool- 
len garment, from which it slowly 
cva)>orates into the air. In this way 
the body heat is conser\'ed, while the 
skin is protected from the direct ef- 
fect of the wool, which with some 
people is very iviitating. 

The attempt has been made with 
some success to avoid the irritating 
effects of pure wool by making a fab- 
ric called merino, wJiich is a mixture 
of wool and cotton. But as it is al- 
ways more closely woven and its 
meshes contain less of dry air, it is 
more absorptive and therefore less 
valuable than either wool or linen 
when properly woven. 

Wearing tfie same underclothing, 
generally cotton, the year round, a 
habit rather boastfully affected by 
some young people, is unwise.

The Kildonan Industrial Home 

Where Erring Girls Are Trained for Useful Service and 
Given a Chance to Make Good

I WOULD like to ask readers of the 
"War Cry" to make a trip with me 
to visit the Industrial Home of The 
Salvation Army in West Kildonan in 
order to see llic way in which the Of- 
ficers of The Army seek to train and 
educate the girls who are sent to that 
Institution. Tlie Home is open to visit- 
ors and It can easily be reached, .since 
it is quite close to North Main .Street. 
The red brick building which is used 
as the Home stands back about 200 
yards from JIain street, well ilown to- 
ward the Red River, 
■ The building is a nearly-squai-e red 
brick sti-ucture, four stories high with 
basement, well lighted and of good ap- 
pearance, very substantially built. It 
stanils alone, and there is therefore 
no obstruction either to air or light.

On the left of the building, there is 
a frame house, erected at an earlier 
date, now occupied b,v tlie caretaker of 
the Institution and occasionall.v used 
for general pnrposes, either by inmates 
or by Officers. 

At the doorway to the Institution 
I was met by Adjutant Sharroeks. 

In the entry to the building 1 was 
also met by Brigadier Goodwin, who 
is the supervising Officer for all the 
Social In.'^titutions for women between 
Port Arthur and the Paeifie coast. 

In the interior of the building wc 
entered first an office on the right, and 
later went through a dining room into 
a sitting room to the left. This parlor 
is comfortably furni.shed, not too well, 
but well enough, and is a very suitable 
apartment for the purposes for which 
it is intended, a home and place of i-esL 
for Officers who are kept very busy 
through the day. All the Officers live 
in the building, and are con.scqucntly 
always on duty. The number of Offi- 
cers in the Institution is six. 
Regarded as a School 

In the parlor, the two ladies told 
me fully about the Institution, Brig- 
adier Goodwin intimated that some 
changes had been made iu the institu- 
tion when Adjutant Sharroeks took 
charge. One of these was the intro- 
duction of a more perfect program for 
the worit of the day and a better sys- 
tem of order. The girts now rise at a 
fixed hour, seven in the winter and 6:30 
in the summer, and live on a schedule 
through the day. The institution is 
regarded as a school, rather than as a 
place of detention and punishment. 

"These girls who come to us," said 
Adjutant Sharroeks, "as a rule know 
nothing whatever of house work. They 
are girls coming from homes where 
no instruction ia given and no 
care taken to prepare them for 



mu.st be kept perfectly clean, so clean 
that it will not be nccessarj' to wash 
it when it is complete. 

"The entire day is not spent in 
work and there is as much lecreation 
as seems possible and necessary. We. 
play ball every day through the sum- 
mer, and for the wir.ter we have a 
toboggan slide and other sports. 

"You will see that although this is 
a detention home, a place to which 
many girls are sentence<l by the court, 
it is a prison of a <iuite unusual kind. 
The house is not locked any more than 
a private residence and if a girl is dis- 
poseil to escape, .she could readily do 
so. We put all the girls on their honor, 

"At this time of thi .vear especially, 
they have the opportunity to do a lit- 
tle shopping and they often do this 
<iuitc alone. No girl has ever failed us 
when trusted in this way. We occa- 
sionally send a girl from the home to 
the city. Often two of the girls go to- 
gether. Still more often groups of 
girls go to the city with an Officer. 
They often part in a city store, agree- 
ing to meet again at a fixed time. Wo 
have never had any trouble with the 
girls under these circumstances. 

"Not onl.v do we seek to ti-iiin the 
girls in the work of home Iieeping and 
prepare them for domestic services or 
other useful work, we also seek very 
earnestly to bring about in their lives 
a definite religious experience. We, of 
course, have our services each week 
atnd we have our morning and evening 
prayer service every day. All the girls 
attend these services ar.l take part to 
some extent. 

"We do succeed in training the girls 
in all forms of house work and we ac- 
custom them to the duties which titty 
must peifonn after they leave us if 
the,v are to make any success in life. 
Tlie routine of the homo from month 



to month accomplishes this result. We 
also succectl in many case.', in leading 
the girls to a religious cxiiericiici' 
which has its deep effect on all their 
future life and conduct. 

"We have had many remarkable il- 
lustrations of the change in the con- 
duct, spirit antl behaviour of the young 
girls. As an illustration we had a girl 
come to the home, a young girl, (juitc 
young, with such a string of od'cnciw, 
chiefly in the way of tlicft, that it 
seemcti incredible. 1 had her tiown and 
iiuestioneii her with reference to tiiese 
thefts, 'Yes.' she s.Tid, '1 did it.' 'Uiil 
you steal this gold watch?' 1 asked. 
'Yes,' she .said, '1 did.' 'Di<l you steal 
the $!50?' 'Yes,' she said, '1 did,' So 
on through the list. She hail commit- 
ted all these various olfences. 
Can be Trusted Now 

"This girl evinced a remarkable 
change in the home, and 1 have sent 
her down to the city on numerous oc- 
ca.sions with money, and on business 
errands, and she has invariably dis- 
charged the commissions promptly, 
and returned. We estimate that at 
least CO per cent of the girls do well 
when they leave. The percentage may 
be over but it is not under 60. 

"We call our place an Industrial 
Home. It might be termed a prison, 
Kince all the girls are sentoncc-d here 
for offences, but it is a pri.son of the 
newer type. We do the teaching 1 have 
I'eferied to, but we think we have an 
advantage in the fact that it is recog- 
nized that The Army is an organiza- 
tion of a positive and definite religious 
chaiacter, fully committed to religious 
work ami seeking the conversion of 
every gill who conies to us. It is a 
prison without a restraining wall anil 
without locks. It is rather a home and 
a school with definite religious teach- 
ing and the spirit of religious life. The 
aim in view and the purpose of the 
Institution is not punishment, but ed- 
ucation and redemption," 

We went through the house. In the 
basement plumbers were at work put- 
ting in a new pump. The house, which 
has no citj' water, i)unips much of its 
supply from this well, and gets a (|uaii- 
tity of soft water from the roof. 

The laundry is in the basement. We 
inspected the root house, an isolated 
pai-t of the basement, filled with fine 
potatoes which were raised on the 
grounds during the summer. In the 
store room there were large (juantities 
of preserved fi-uit which the girls had 
put up in the season. 

On the ground floor we visited the 
dining room and the kitciien. Both are 
nice rooms, large enough, and well 
lighted. 

On the second floor of the building 
we came to the large sitting room 
where the girls were engaged in sew- 
ing, knitting, etc., and here I got the 
great .surprise of the visit, in.stead of 
a giflup of elderl.v, hard faced women. 
I saw blight young smiling girls who 
might have been the pupils in an 
academy. 

Improve in Appearance 

"Their appearance improves very 
greatly after they have spent a few 
months in the home," explained the 
Adjutant. "Regular hours, regular em- 
ployment and proper food does a gi'eat 
deal for them." On a table in the hall 
the Adjutant showed me samples of 
the girl.s' work. 'I'here were many 
fancy handkerchiefs, knitted suits for 
children, embroidered table pieces, and 
many similar articles. 

On the third and fourth floors of the 
building we saw the bedrooms of the 
girls. These look out to the east and 
the west and are all bright. There are 
either two or three narrow beds in 
each room and little other furniture. 

The institution is not a large one, 
and this is reganled as an admirable 
featuie. It is small enough to be a 
home, and it is a better lioine than 
most of the inmates have kiiown. 

That this institution of The Salva- 
tion Army is a great success cannot 
be doubted. If it did not e.\isl, most 
of the girls who are held there would 
be in a common jail, or in a peniten- 
tiary. The cost to the taxpayers of 
the province would be increased and 
tho position of the girls would be in- 
calculably worse.

Amazing War Statistics 

IN the issuing of a large volume of 
war statistics from the British War 
Office recently, some interesting, if 
not amazing, facts have come to light. 
The diffused operations of the war are 
strikingly suggested by the following 
statement: 

Failing to cope with the demand 
for cork helmets, one factory ran a 
night shift of women workers with the 
result that the requirements were met 
and a i-eserve of 500,000 was accum- 
ulated. For soldiers needs in another 
climate 4,000 pairs of skis and 10,000 
pairs of snowshoes were supplie<l.

With 
patient and jioi-.severing industry the 
natives had thus enclosed their little 
patches of earth on the hillsides so 
that when the b^avy ruins rnmn their 
jirupeily would not be .swept all at 
once into the cruel sea, and the results 
of their toil lo.st to them. At first 
sight it would appear to be an island 
of stones. Look in what direction you 
would nothing but stones, stones and 
more stones met the eye. The buikl- 
ings weie all of .stone with flat roofs 
*!! catcli the I'iiinlidl. The walls wei'" 
all of stuiie and c'xiended in every 
(liroction, mile ujinti mile, gicat piles 
of stdJics lay lU.lleil over- the laml- 
.scapo, and hufje stone I'orlidijilioiis 
fi-ownod down upon thi; helnilik-r on 
every side. Vol liehind all litis n|i- 
parcjil. desol.-itejicss were hi'anlilDl 
olive gjitdiMi^, iiiangc gro\es ami 
grajie ijlaiitatioiis while poinpgranales 
ami itgs grew in ainmdanco, and crops 
of oats and cotton were to be found. 

The city of Valletta now came into 
view. Built on a rocky promontory 
that <liviiles an immense natural haf- 
hoi' into two basins, the city seems to 
be a jumbled mass of arches, towers. 



either side, are simply long flights of 
.steps. 

Everything in this mediaeval eity 
I'cminds one of the past — in fact, it 
may be said to be a monument to its 
focmer greatness. In the newer cities 
of the world, say, in Western Canada, 
one is made to feel that everyone 
looks forward to the future as a time 
of greater development and prosper- 
ity. In Valletta one talks of the glo- 
rious days of okl, when the Knights 
of St. .Tohn held sway, and when the 
chivalry of Europe congregated there 
to take part in driving back the in- 
fidel. 

Tlie Auberges, or places of resi- 
dence of tlie knights still remain in 
e^icellent condition; their names in- 
dicating the nationality of those who 
ffitmerly lodged tlici'e. Thus there is 
I ho ,\iil)ergo d'llalio, Auberge d'Ara- 
pron, Auherge <le I'rance, and, most 
laminis of ail, tlii' Aiihorw tie Castillo, 
whole the hatiglily Knights of Spain 
mice hold high revel. 

In the MiLsetmi at the Governor's 
rulaco are many interesting relics of 
the terrible siege the city endured in 
Ihe sixteenth century, when forty 
fhiinsand Turks beset it night and day 
for two months. After losing three- 
fourths of his force, the Turkish Com- 
mander gave up the attempt to cap- 
ture the city. Of the gallant knights, 
liowevcr, who so stubbornly defended 
their possessions, only six hundred re- 
mained capable of bearing arms. 



An old cairiage once used by Na- 
poleon Bonaparte reminds one of the 
h'toncli occupation. The power of the 
knights had sadly declined when the 
famous Coisicaii appeared on the 
scene, and he took the city without a 
struggle. Three montli.s after his de- 
parture, however, the garri.son of six 
Ihou.sand he had left in Valletta was 
besieged bv the Jlalte.se, aided bv a 
jorce ol' I'higliah. At the end of two 
jears the I^'itnich commander capitu- 
iati'd; hut duiing the incessant com- 
bats no fewer than twenty thousand 
JIalleso peri.shod. When the Napo- 
leonic wars ended, .Malta was cedeil to 
Britain. 

"... And England's pennon now 
Waves proudly o'er St. Elmo's castled 
liiuw." 

These little glimpses into the past 
will servo to show our readers 'nllat 
a very interesting old eity Valletta is. 

At the "Auberge de Castillo," a 
massive building on the summit of the 
mountain, the approach of the "Bai'k- 
er" was signalled by the vaiious flags 
and by the same means it was intim- 
ated to her Captain where he should 
anchor his ves.sel. Swinging into the 
Grand Harhoi- theieforc between the 
huge fortresses of St. Elmo and Rica- 
soli, the "Barker" slowly made her 
way to her anchorage, and before long 
was .safely moored in company with 
seventeen other massive warships, the 
magnificent stiuadron that maintained 
British prestige in those watei-s. 

All around the Grand Harbor lay 
little towns and opposite Valletta the 
great Castle of St. Angelo reared its 
massive ramparts, while on a sjiur of 
land further down, the city of Senglea 
was built. Towartis this latter place 
Mac anil Duffy turned their eyes as 
the ship dropped anchor, 

"I can see the old flag flying," said 
Mac, who was looking through a pair 
of binoculars at a certain spot. 

"Let me catch siglit of it," said 
DufT.v, "Oh glory, yes, there it is, the 
Yellow, Reii and Blue— the Rag I am 
going to enlist untier as .soon as they'll 
have nie.

"I 
made up my mind last night to he- 
come a Chrifitian and so I'm one of 
you now, and here's my hand on it." 

"Glory be to God," shouted several, 
while Dulfy tried to do a hornpipe an<l 
nearly upset the boat as a result. 

"All, Mala, you drunk alretty?" 
growled out the Maltese boatman, 
"why you not keep still?" 

"Can't do it old chap," cheerfully 
responded Duffy, "I've got to dance or 
I'm afraid I'd explode like a toipedo," 

He behaved himself sufficiently well 
however, for the boat to reach Seng- 
lea, an<l then he ran all the way up 
the long flight of steps lea<ling to the 
main street and arrived breathless 
and panting at the (loor of The Salva- 
tion Army Naval and Military Home.

Some of them were .saved 
anil, within a short time, the ivoril 
began to spread abroad of how 
"Christ seemed to be with the old 
man on the dump." 

Since then scores have come to his 
bedside, many out of idle curiositv. 
But whatever tlie itasoii tlie fact re- 
mains that many of them have been 
led to seek the old man's Christ. 
Would he leave the .shack? 
The question was asked him by two 
of the Cadets of the last session who 
visited Keys just before it closed. 
The old man shook his head. 
"I couldn't leave hero now," he said. 
"1 feel this is the place the Lord 
would have nic to be. It's here He can 
use me the best. What dilTercnco docs 
it make, anyway, as long as you can 
sing, 'I'm the child of the King*?"
